Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 5- 1 4 and 1 6-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claim 1, the 
reason for the allowance of the claim is due to persuasive arguments by the applicant that the 
prior art does not show a wafer staging platform comprising first and second platforms are 
arranged one above the other and in close proximity to a processing platform.
